MUSIC IN THE AIR. 


A Lively Bow Over the Piano Contro- 


versy at the World's Fair. 


WORLD'S FAIB GBODITDS, CHICABO, 


May S —At the meeting of the national 
commission in administration building 
,t noon yesterday, a resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Burton, of Kansas, re- 
questing the director general to at once 
appear before the commission, resulted 
in the appointment of a committee 
which, after some difficulty, appeared 
with Col Davis. Mr. Burton at once 
arose and stated to the director general 
that in view of the piano controversy 
now Involving the authorities of the 
fair, a resolution had been adopted last 
Friday requesting him (the director 
general) to remove from mnsl* hall the 
pi ano from the works of the firm which 
was not an exhibitor. Mr. Burton 
wished to know if the instrument had 
been removed. Col Davis said he 
had given the order to have the 
piano removed, bat had reoetvad no ad- 
vices that hia order had been carried 
out or any report whatever on the mat- 
ter 
Mr. Glen-aiming, of Arkansas, 


said that ha saw on* of th* pianos then 
at 9 o'clock this morning. 
"Now," said Mr. Burton, as he 


jumped to his feet, "we have ordered 
the director general to remove tha 
piano He has given hia order. The 
piano has not been removed. 
The 


council of administration Is discussing 
this matter now in theimsecrot session. 
What right have they to dismiss a mat- 
ter we have Already settled? We are, 
In my mind, becoming the laughing 
stock of the woild." 


Mr. Tousley, of Minnesota, said the 


national committee had noright to set- 
tle the matter, and had been in error 
in attempting it. He said the conces- 
sions and side shows of a musical na- 
ture were under the control of the mu- 
sic department, and that the national 
committee had nothing to do with any- 
thing out of the fair. 


Mr. Burton objected to this, and 


elained the music bureau was under 
control of the fair, which waa man- 
aged in part by the national commis- 
sion by directing its affairs. 


Mr St Clalr. of West Virginia, and 


Mr. Massey, of Delaware, who had been 
at the meeting of the council of admin- 
istration, appeared upon the scene at 
this momeut. Mr. St Clair said the 
council of administration would prob- 
ably have finished in ten minutes if 
they had not been interrupted and re- 
quested to let them appear before the 
commission. 


"We hare had the reports of twenty- 


flre piano manufacturers before us," 
said Mr St Clalr, "and they are still 
there trying to settle this matter We 
are going to the root of it, and hope to 
hare it adjusted in a short time, when 
we will report to this commission." 


"But," said Mr. Burton, of Kansas, 


"Mr. President, that concert is adver- 
tised and will begin with that piano on 
th* »tag* in half aa hour unless some- 
thing is done. I demand that decisive 
action b* taken at once " 


Mr St Clalr stated that if the com- 


mission would permit Mr. Massey and 
himself to return to the meeting an or- 
der would be sent out in fifteen min- 
utes which would close the musio hall 
until the matter had been settled 
This was satisfactory, and President 
Palmer, who occupied the chair, per- 
mitted the gentlemen to depart.

WABIUHTGTOH, May 3.— United States 


Minister Eyan, in a dUpatcu from the 
City of Mexico to the department of 
state, reports that a bill to put an ex- 
port duty on henequin of sixty cents 
per 100 kilogram*, and on coffee of 
three dollars par 100 kilograms, has 
passed the lower house of the Mexican 
government by a unanimous vote The 
new law, if it panes th* senate, of 
which there seems _o doubt, takes ef- 
fect July 1, 1893. In reporting this bill 
to the lower house, the committee on es- 
timates say never before has the fiscal 
service been confronted by greater em- 
barrassment* Thi* embarrassment is 
attributed by th* report to the loss ot 
crops in Mexico dnrmg the last two 
years and to tin depreciation of silver, 
which has caused the revenue to la- 
mentably decrease. 


It is evident that by the impost duty 


on henequin a revenue of 1838,000 will 
be obtained, and on coffee 1831,000. 


Other imposts increase the amount to 


(3,300,000, which will make the revenue 
about »3,000,000 more than the antici- 
pated expanssa. Among the last items 
Is the ravenue of 1700,090 from the mint 
coinage. 
Th* mint is now coining 


more than 11,000,000 a month, includ- 
ing the silver from the San Luce Po- 
tosi mines.

ence to the statement that Wm. Alex. 
Cornell, of New York, whose name Is 
connected with the tragic death of the 
daughter of Police Captain Berghold 
in the Southern hotel at Chicago, was 
at one time a cadet at the West Point 
Military academy, a search of the war 
department records shows only one 
William Alexander Cornell on the rolls 
of the academy.

ruling as affecting the duties on wool 
is embodied In lost ructions addressed 
by Acting Secretary Hamlin, of the 
treasury department, to the collector 
of customs at Mew York yesterday. 
The collector Is directed to refund to 
certain importers the excess of duty 
exacted at his port on third-class wool, 
in accordance with the decision of the 
circuit court of appeals of New York. 
The merchandise consisted of white, 
gray and yellow washed wool The 
white wool was assessed at the rate of 
100 per cent ad valorem and the gray 
and yellow wools at the rate of 04 per 
cent ad valorem, under the "sorting" 
clause of the wool schedule, and the 
court decided that tne white wool was 
dutiable at the rate of only SO per cent. 
ad valorem and the gray and yellow 
wools at the rate of 34 per cent ad 
valorem, th* result being that only one- 
half the duty assessad will be refunded. 
These instructions will be applied gen- 
erally to all pending cases, and will 
form a rule for the future guidance of 
collectors.
